She attended school in Putney 
and entered Northfield Seminary 
during the last year of D. L. 
Moody's life and graduated in 1903. 
The next fall she ‘began teaching 
in Putney at the magnificent sal- 
ary of $243. Fortunately she was 
able to supplement this with the 
altowance for janitor work — $2 
for a period of 12 weeks. Before 
she was allowed to teach she had 
to pass the State Teachers Exam- 
ination which entitled her to a cer- 
tificate for one year. Later, by an- 
other examination, she obtained a 
two-year certificate, and at its expl- 
ration, a third examination cover- 
jing fourteen or more subjects gave
